A spell of hot weather is — 
Most of us have abandoned all of its 
coming, but as this is the country where the 
unexpected often happens it behoves us to be 
on the alert and to make’ for it. 
Hot weather and fast running soon find out 
the weak spots in a tyre, and in combina 
tion have caused many a wearisome halt by 
the roadside. Patches are inclined to hit 
under their influence and covers to burst 
where the canvas has become thin or 


damaged. 


Precautions. 


We can avoid much unpleasantness by tak- 
ing a few simple precautions. In hot weather 
the LEE “ar of the tyres should be noted care- 
fully. It increases considerably during a long 
run or when the car is left standing in the 
sun for a considerable period, I have known 
a case where the pressure increased from 
sixty pounds a square inch to ninety pounds 
during a run of a hundred miles. Only good 
luck and the fact that the tyres were new 
saved a burst in that case. is better in 
warm weather to let out the air from the 
tyres until the pressure falls to 40 or 45 
pounds. The tyres may seem a bit flabby at 
first, but with speed the pressure will soon 
reach the normal standard, 

These remarks, of course, apply only to or- 
dinary tyres. Balloon tyres are not hkely to 
give any trouble in hot weather. The tte 
that will happen in their case is that as the 
pressure rises the car will become bumpy—a 
signal that no intelligent driver will ignore. 


Cooling. 


Tyres become so warm on a long run on a 
hot day that the hand cannot be kept to 
‘them. When a chance occurs they should be 
cooled by running through water or throwing 
water on them. If you go to lunch at 
a country hotel and leave the car in the 
street vou should protect the tyres from the 
sun. A newspaper secves this purpose ed- 
mirably. Spare tyres should be covered 
when possible, no matter what the weather is 
like They deteriorate considerably when con- 
stantly exposed to the weather, and thus be- 
come ‘virtually useless. 


' ; 
Cheap Oil. 

Engine trouble occurs not ‘unfrequently in 
hot weather, particularly when hill climbing. 
Care should he taken to see that the 
radiator is full. You may find, too, 
that vou need a larger fan or a larger 
radiator, The use of cheap oil, too, is 
a prolific cause of trouble. At one. time 
motorists were recommended to use different 
oils in winter and summer; but there ia no 
need for this nowadays. The best makers 
produce oil that can be used all the vear 
round, and it is false economy to buy any but 
the best.

{Stolen Cars. 


This country gained an gleó reputa- 
tion a couple of years ago íor the number oí 
cars that were But even when the 
political situation and its attendant evils were 
a: their worst, our record in this respect never 
eclipsed that of the United States. Statistics 
recently published in New York show that no 
fewer than 35,334 cars were stolen in the 
twenty-eight leading cities of the United 
States last year. Ot these 32,000 were re- 
covered by the police—some in a very delapi- 
dated condition—-but the remainder never 
were seen again. 


A Reformer. 


America is one of those refreshing countries 
where extremes are to be met in every phase 
of activity. American road hogs are worse 
than our road s, and American kill-joys 
are more gloomy than our kill-joys—to men- 
tion only two classes. 

The road hog will soon become extinct in 
the United States if an energetic motor manu 
facturer is given his way. At a recent con- 
ference he declated that persons convicted of 
reckless driving should not merely have their 
licences cancelled, but that the State should 
confiscate their cars. I am afraid he is too 
sweeping to we an effective reformer. 


Russia’s Decision. 

The standardisation of tyre sizes has occu- 
ried much attention in England, France, and 
America, but no decision has been reached. 
The Soviet Government of Russia proposes to 
rohibit the importation or manufacture in 

ussia of motor vehicles with wheels requir- 
ing tyres of other than specified sizes, and also 
the import of wheels and tyres not included 
in the standard range. The proposal is, how- 
ever, to be submitted for six weeks to all con- 
cerns and their employés likely to be affected, 
so that their views may be obtained. 


Fiscal Changes. 


After list August motor cars and motor 
cycles entering Great Britain will still be 
liable, under the Safeguarding of Industries 
Act, to a duty of 334 per cent. on the value 
of magnetos, certain electric lamps, and other 
accessories. In order to obviate delays the 
Automobile Association has made an arrange- 
ment with the Customs, of which the follow- 
ng. is the substance :—

Challenge and Answet. 


As the outcome of a conference which 
was held yesterday, proposals for a court 
of arbitration will be submitted to-day to 
the municipal: stri} --s in the City and 
townships of Dublin. If they accept these 
proposals, the strike will end immediately, 
and the court will decide whether the 
contemplated red:ction, or any reduction, 
of wages shall take effect in September. 
When industrial disputes show a prospect 
of settlement discussion of their merits 
usually subsides in the interest of un- 
disturbed negotiation, but we have here 
The 
municipal workers’ strike is an unpatriotic. 
cruel and unprovoked attack on the welfare 
of Dublin. It is not merely desirable, but 
necessary, that in making their choice 
to-day the strikers shall know plainly 
what the citizens think of their conduct, 
and shall be under no illusions about the 
results of persistence in it. We are glad, 
therefore, that President Cosgrave spoke 
his mind yesterday. He showed that 
the municipal workers hold a privileged 
position in the ranks of unskilled 
labour and have rewarded their em- 
ployers, the ratepayers of Dublin, with 
the blackest ingratitude. The proposed 
cut in their abnormally high wages would 
not have been made till September ; yet, 
at the bare forecast of it, they rushed 
instantly into action which is a grave 
menace to the health and comfort of the 
citizens. The President used the mot juste 
for this scandalous performance: it is 
sheer blackmail. He told the strikers, in 
language which the city and the whole

most interesting political phenomena of our 
times. A few years ago Conservatism in 
England was tied hand and foot by tradi- 
tion; even at the outbreak of the Great 
War the very suggestion of Home Rule for 
Ireland was repugnant to every member of 
the Tory Party. Yet in 1021 its leaders 
signed the Anglo-Irish Treaty, and two 
successive Conservative Governments have 
vied with each other in fulfilling that instru- 
ment to the letter. British Conservatism still 
commands the confidence of all the stable 
elements in the country, and by the time 
when the next general election arrives it 
may be found to have evolved a policy 
which, while retaining al] the essential 
features of the old Toryism, will cater for 
the more progressive tastes of the younger 
generation. Mr. Stanley Baldwin's Govern- 
ment was defeated at the last election 
chiefly because its policy lacked imagina- 
tion. It tried to revive the old Pro- 
tectionist shibboleths of the late Mr. 
Joseph Chamberlain and to fly in the face 
of all the experience of an enjightened 
democracy. Naturally, it failed, with the 
result that Labour seized the reins of 
office, and a Conservative majority of 
comfortable dimensions was turned into 
a minority in the House of Commons. 
Another party might not have survived 
the shock of that defeat, but British Con- 
servatism is made of lasting stuff. The 
months which have passed since that 
fateful election have been spent in an 
eudeavour so to revise the party s policy 
a. to make it acceptable to the electorate 
whenever Mr. Ramsay Macdonald may 
decide to go to the country. 


Two matters demand immediate atten- 
tion. The more important is the leader- 
ship of the party. On several occasions 
recently Mr. Baldwin seems to have 
allowed the real guidance of the Con- 
servatives to fall into the hands, now of 
Mr. Austen Chamberlain, now of the 
Earl of Derby. Would either Mr. Cham- 
berlain or Lord Derby be an improvement 
on Mr. Baldwin? It is a difficult question 
to answer. Mr. Chamberlain has not yet 
succeeded in living down his remarkable 
loyalty to Mr. Lloyd George, and for 
obvious reasons a peer is unsuitable. By 
a process of elimination, therefore, one is 
led almost inevitably te consider the 
claims of that most baffling of all political 
personalities, Mr. Winston Churchill. Mr. 
Churchill officially is still a Liberal, but 
there is not the slightest doubt of his 
Conservative proclivities. Probably he 
would meet with the most determined 
opposition if “he should decide finally to 
join the Conservative Party; but it is 
quite certain that, once within the fold, 
he would not be content for long to keep 
a back seat. The other great problem 
which must be faced is the problem of 
suitable candidates. Hitherto Conser- 
vatism has been identified in the popular 
mind with a particular class of society, 
and, rightly or wrongly, the man in the 
street believes that it is a rich man’s 
party. That illusion must be dissipated. 
Conservatism ought to be a working-man’s 
policy, and, if it is to fight successfully 
against the Socialists, working class candi- 
dates must be adopted for certain con- 
stituencies. The party chiefs have come 
to recognise that fact, and at the next 
election a big change will be noticed. If 
the proper type of candidate is selected, 
there is no good reason whiy Conservatism 
should not capture the country again. 
In his heart of hearts the Englishman 
detests the Socialists’ ideas, and, if the 
Conservatives only will give themselves a 
chance, the ball will be at their feet. 


The Revolt in Brazil. 


An official message from Washington 
announces the virtual collapse of the 
revolt in Brazil. The report states that 
the Revolutionary Party has withdrawn 
from Sao Paulo and that the city has been 
occupied by Government troops. The 
truth of this report is guaranteed by 
Senhor Felix Pacheco, Brazilian Minister 
for Foreign Affairs, who adds that two 
hundred thousand people have left the 
City of Sao Paulo, which has been damaged 
considerably by shell-fire. Reassuring 
news, however, has been received of the 
safety of foreign residents in the city. A 
later official communiqué tells of wide- 
spread demoralisation among the in- 
surgents. The news is unexpected; for 
previous reports had suggested that the 
Government forces were making little 
headway. A strict censorship veiled the 
whole proceedings for the outside world, 
though the determined action of the 
Government foreshadowed the result to 
those who are familiar with the conditions 
of modern warfare. Tanks, artillery and 
aircraft were used freely, and in the cir- 
cumstances it appeared probable from the 
outset that the insurgents would be unable 
to maintain their position. If, however, 
the Government has won a definite 
victory, it has vindicated its authority at 
a heavy cost. It showed wisdom in using 
all the means in its power to terminate 
the revolt, but they were destructive 
means. The busy City of Sao Paulo will 
recover slowly ftom its introduction to 
modern warfare, and its losses are par- 
ticularly unfortunate at the present time, 
when Brazil is seeking to develop its 
industries with the help of foreign capital.

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ACRICULTURAL WAGES BILL 
IN THE COMMONS. . 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Monday. 

In the House of Commons to-day the chief 
business was the Agricultural Wages Bill, 
which, having been amended in Committee, 
was. now’ considered’ on report. While a 
number of points of order arising out of 
amendments on the paper were under dis- 
cussion, Mr. Jack Jones, the Labour mem- 
ber for Silvertown, who has lately been 
strangely reticent, kept up a running fire 
commentary. He was. sternly rebuked by the 
Speaker, who warned Mr. Jones that he 
should order him from the House unless he 
could listen quietly. After this the hon. 
member subsided. 

It was expected that there would be a long 

and acrimonious debate over an amendment 
standing in the name of the Liberal Party to 
secure a minimum wage of 30s. for agricul- 
tural labourers, but the Speaker, in hig dis- 
cretion, did not select this particular pro- 
posal, and there was an outburst of protest 
from Mr. Emlyn Jones and Mr. Hope Simp- 
son, The Speaker explained that this par- 
ticular subject had been fully debated in 
Committee, and he declined to reconsider his 
decision, even when Mr. Pringle advanced 
the plea that this was a vital issue which 
was much in evidence at the Jast election. 
Mr. Buxton, the Minister of Agriculture, 
rather deplored the fact that the bill had 
been somewhat knocked about in Committee, 
but it still contained a great deal that was 
good. and, in the present state of parties, 
legis'ation was only sible by agreement, 
and he was glad to know they had been able 
to agree on something which would be of high 
value to the farm workers. 
Mr. Lane Fox agreed that the bill would 
do some good, but it would be cruel to delude 
the agricultural labourers into thinking that 
it would lead to any substantial increase in 
wares. 

The bill was read a third time without a 
division. 
- a . aa + 
The House agreed to a resolution authoris- 
ing the Treasury to guarantee the payment 
of the principal and interest of any loan, not 
exceeding 30 millions, issued by the Free 
State Government for the purposes of land 

purchase, and then rose. 

The Government sustained three defeats in 
the House of Lords this afternoon, but they 
.ete not of a nature likely to lead to a 
political crisis. The subject under discussion 
was the Unemployment Insurance Bill, and 
Lord Banbury was responsible for the first 
defeat. He had proposed an amendment as 
an alternative to the provision in the bill 
which gives an applicant, subject to certain 
conditions, a stat~tory right to benefit, to 
secure that the paymen* should be in the 
discretion of the Minister. This was re- 
sisted by Lord Parmoor on behalf of the Go- 
yernment, but on a division it was carried 
by 47 votes to 1”. 

The next set-back arose on an amendment 
by Viscount Cave, who proposed that an 
insured contributor, who belonged to a trade 
union which in any way participated in an 
industrial dispute, should be disqualified 
from benefiting under the bill. This was 
— against the Government by 54 votes 
to 16. 

The third defeat was brought about by 
Lord Askwith, who succeeded in carrying 
through, without a division, an amendment 
to omit the clause which entitles a person 
to benefit if he can prove that a stoppage 
was due to an emplover contravening any 
agreement, national or local, between the 
contracting parties. 


AN ARTIST. AMONG 
FACTORY WORKERS. 


To the Belfast School of Art belongs the 
credit of having started on a career of dis- 
tinction William Conor. Mr. Conor's 
pictures, in a singularly brief period, have 
won their way to the Royal leaden, to 
Municipal Galleries, and to the homes of pri- 
vate purchasers. Young as he is in years, 
this artist has shown. himself endowed with 
rare powers of interpretation. Born and bred 
among the workers of a great industrial city, 
the combination of an artistic instinct with 
certain spiritual qualities has revealed to 
Wilham Ia a beauty in mean streets, un- 
lovely garments and homely persons which is 
hidden from ordinary eyes. 

A picture exhibiting the special features of 
this artist’s genius is now in the Municipal 
Gallery in Harcourt street, Dublin. It is 
entitled ‘‘The Mote,’’ and represents a Bel- 
fast street scene in one of the long rows of 
monotonous dwellings so characteristic, un- 
happily, of modern industrialism. The picture 


spiritual qualities that uncouth garments and 
the physical effects of toil in hard cireum- 
stances conceal so often from common observa- 
tion. . ‘Lhe subject delineated has its human 
Me of sympathy, pity and kindly help. 

e mill-girls in the picture are, outwardly, 
the unattractive figures to be seen in most 
of our industrial centres. ‘‘In their faces we 
can read the story of that huge mechanism 
in the hold of which these people live and 
sag” á will live to the end.” These girls 

ve had to struggle for a livelihood from 
early days and their mothers before them; 
‘* but. it is the triumph of the artist that he 
shows their kindliness and tenderness break- 
ing through.” As one critic writes: 
““Conor’s pictures express the mora] sense 
which is never absent from the highest and 
most serious works of art, which does not of 
itself increase their wsthetic value, but does 
make that value more significant.’’ It needs 
an artist with vision to rescue the inner 
meaning and beauty of a street where, in a 
big industrial city, the humbler workers find 
their homes. | William Conor has achieved 
this because “it is the human drama that 
attracts him." 

“The Mote’ has been presented to the 
Dublin Gallery under circumstances that 
deserve mention. It is the gift of a number 
of our citizens, Belfast men by birth or educa- 
tion, who, in appreciation of the good-will of 
their fellow-citizens of the Saorstat, have 
offered to Dublin this work of a Northern

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CONFERENCE HOPES.

The members of the Inter-Allied Confer- 
ence have had a busy day; for meetings 
have been taking place almost con- 
tinuously. It may not be much of an in- 
dication, but it was noted this morning 
that the French, Belgian and Italian chiefs 
stood on the steps of No. 10 Downing street 
for some minutes after the morning sitting 
and chatted together in the most cordial 
mannet. The three distinguished bankers 
from Paris, asked to come over by M. 
Herriot, arrived this evening. They are 
M. Lewandowski, Director of the Comptoir 
Nationale Descompte ; M. Sergent, a former 
Financial Under-Secretary of State and a 
well-known banking authority, and an 
international financier in the person of M. 
Finaly, who is widely known. The Repara- 
tions Commission is also expected to arrive 
shortly, with M. Barthou its President. 
It is generally considered that hopefulness 
as to the outcome of the Conference may 
be indulged in, but with considerable 
reserve. 
Labour's Policy. 
Sir Patrick Hastings s speech at Walls- 
end yesterday was, perhaps, intended to 
be a revelation of the mind of the Govern- 
ment; for he certainly seemed to be 
speaking with full authority, and it is 
said to-day that he was inspired from 
Downing street. He had, however, nothing 
new to say. The Government must have a 
majority in the House of Commons, and 
he predicted that it would have one at the 
next general election at the expense of the 
Liberals. The speech provoked much dis- 
cussion in the Lobby to-day, and members 
were inclined to think that the Govern- 
ment intends to go to the country if the 
Building Materials Bill is rejected by the 
House of Lords in the autumn. Such a 
course of action is quite possible, but it 
may be regarded as certain that Mr. Mac- 
donald and his Government will not go to 
the country unless they are compelled to 
take such a step. Mr. Macdonald is net 
yet ready} to show the country what 
Socialism jreally is, and he will not be 
prepared "" do so until he has a substan- 
tial majority behind him. There is no 
sign yet that he will secure it at the nex: 
general election. 


The Conservatives’ Problem. 


The twojother great parties in the House 
will be well advised if they pay particular 
attention to the speech of the Attorney- 
General; for both are still suffering from 
divisions which may do them incalculable 
harm when an appeal is made to the 
electorate. Co-operation and cohesion are 
badly wanted all round. Only by facing 
Socialism with a united front can the con- 
stitutional parties hope to defeat it. It is 
mainly for this reason that there is a 
desire among many Unionists that the way 
should be made easy for Mr. Churchill's 
return to the party. Leaders are wanted 
just as much as men, and Mr. Baldwin 
cannot afford to throw away any oppor- 
tunity of providing one or the other. His 
Manchester speech rather indicated that 
he is making up his mind to strengthen 
his party for the coming struggle. If he 
does not soon do so, he may find himself 
in an awkward position; for there are 
many Conservatives who have no desire to 
see a strong Labour Government elected 
through the weakness of their own party 
leaders.

The gathering was a very poor one, but 
noticeable from the fact that three Russian 
sailors were cordially welcomed by those 
present. A number of Communist meet- 
ings will be held daring the week, and it is 
understood that the police will be present 
at most of them and take careful short- 
hand notes of any seditious speeches. The 
authorities, in fact, are taking very great 
care in connéction with the Communist 
movement. All the secret advices and in- 
structions received from Moscow or any 
other centre are known to Scotland Yard, 
just as well as they are to the Communists 
themselves.

LONDON, Monday. 

An important step was taken at the Inter- 
Allied Conference to-day. It was definitely 
decided to invite German representatives to 
London to discuss the findings of the Con- 
ference. 

A document embodying these findings will 
be put before the Germans—not in any sense 
as an ultimatum, but as a basis for discussion. 

As the Conference has still to clear up a 
few points, it was decided not to invite the 
German delegates at once, but to empower 
the "Big Five ” to send the invitations when 
they consider the time has come. 

It is probable that the document, which is 
being prepared, will be ready by Wednesday 
or Thursday. It is expected that the German 
representatives may be present at a discussion 
during the week-end. 

The Conference also decided to take the 
necessary steps to invite the Reparations 
Commission to London. This involves more 
than a simple invitation, as the Governments 
concerned have first to be approached. 

Important recommendations were made in 
a report on the fiscal and economic unity of 
Germany submitted by Mr. J. H. Thomas. 
The report calls for complete economic 
evacuation of the Ruhr by October 15. It 


was accepted by the Conference—another big 
step forward.

FOUR KLLLED AND 
29 INJURED, 


PATHETIC SCENES, 


Four persons were killed and twenty- 
nine injured in a railway accident at the 
Haymarket Station, Edinburgh, last 
night, when four carriages of a suburban 
train standing in the station were tele- 
scoped by a train from Waverley to Port 
Edgar (on the Firth of Forth). The on- 
coming train escaped without damage, 
but the second and third carriages from 
the rear of the suburban train were tele- 


scoped, and a large number of passengers, 
mostly women and girls, were buried and 
crushed beneath the wreckage. 

Three of the dead have been identified 
as Sister Ellen Sarah Fountain, aged 51, 
of Brompton or Lambeth Hospital, 
London; Miss F. M. Umplely, and Miss 
Janet Love, aged 17, of Craigmillar, Edin- 
bergh.

HOW THE ACCIDENT 
HAPPENED. 


The moans and screams of the injured 
could be heard throughout the district, and 
policemen and ambulances from all quarters 
were immediately rushed to the scene of the 
accident. A squad of doctors went about 
doing what they could to alleviate the suffer- 
ings of those of the injured who could be 
reached. Saws, crowbars, levers, ropes, and 
sledge hammers were brought into action by 
the police, who were assisted by a large body 
of civilians, and the work of smashing down 
the woodwork and tearing away the sides of 
coaches went on in a fever of excitement, and 
amid the moans and screams of the injured. 

Three injured girls, jammed between the 
sides of a compartment, and obviously suffer- 
ing great pain, remained conscious all the 
time, and their cries for water and help were 
pitiful to hear. 

One man, seen moving underneath a seat, 
was in a terrible plight, and, although spoken 
to and handed rr it was impossible to 
give him immediate help. Not a word of 
complaint, however, came from him. 

The work of bringing out the casualties was 
necessarily slow, for every move of the 
structure of the compartments brought 
renewed groans and screams from those pinned 
underneath, 

Gradually the injured were brought out, 
some apparently suffering from severe crus 
ing, and others in a critical condition. The 
first dead person brought out was an elderly 
woman, and a few minutes later another 
woman's body was borne away, and then that 
of a girl. 

Words of encougagement were spoken to 
the other injured in the wreckage by the 
doctors, who also gave what attention was 
possible, and passed in glasses of brandy and 
water. It was an hour and a quarter after 
the actual smash before the last of the in- 
jured were removed from the debris and con- 
veyed to the infirmary. 

It is stated that the suburban train, which 
was standing at the platform, had been de 
tained for some time in order that a train 
from Fife might catch the connection. A 
number of gitls who had travelled from St. 
Andrews had just transferred to the suburban 
train before the crash occurred, and many 
of the casualties happened to them. 

_ EXCURSIONISTS KILLED. 

It is stated that the majority of the 
casualties occurred among a party of fifty, 
who were members of a Polytechnic tour from 
London, Oxford and Manchester. They were 
residing temporarily in a hotel in Edinburgh, 
and had been on an excursion to St. Andrews.

MINISTER’S POWER OF 
POSTPONEMENT.

Under the Local Elections Postponement 
Act of 1923 the Minister of Local Government 
was empowered to potions the elections until 
18th August. An Order to that effect was 
issued, and is at present in operation. Some 
time before the Dail adjourned last week it 
passed another measure, giving the Minister 

wer to postpone the elections still further. 

he title of the bill was the Local Elections 

Postponement (Amendment) Act. This bill 
has since gone through both Houses of the 
Oireachtas, and is due for signature by the 
Governor-General now. 

The Minister of Local Government can now 
issue an Order postponing the elections to a 
date not later than 3lst March, 1925. The 
purpose of this Order is, it is explained, the 
avoidance of unnecessary expenditure, since 
there is at present in the Dail a bill which 
proposes to introduce very drastic reforms in 
the existing system of local administration. 
The measure is the Local Government Bill 
1924, the Coramittee stage of which is due for 
consideration by the Dail in October. 

The proposals of the bill include the abvli- 
tion of district councils and the reconstitution 
of county councils, and it is felt that to hold 
any local elections before those reforms are 
introduced—it is intended that they shall be 
introduced before the end of the year—would 
be absurd. 

The bill, which has already evolved a storm 
of protest from various public bodies in the 
country, is also likely to provoke considerable 


opposition in both Chambers of the 
Oireachtas. 


BRAZILIAN REVOLT. 


REBELS EVACUATE SAO 
PAULO. 


WASHINGTON, Monday. 

It is officially stated that the Brazilian 
Embassy reports that the Revolutionary 
party has withdrawn from Sao Paulo, and 
that the city has been occupied by the 
Brazilian Government forces. 

e exodus from the city is said to have 
reached the total of more than 200,000 per- 
sons. Information has been received that 
considerable damage has been done to pro- 
pertv as a result of shell fire. 

All Americans in Sao Paulo were safe when 
the city was occupied by the Brazilian Go- 
vernment troops. 

A message received by a cable company 
says that conditions are reported to he 
rapidly becoming normal. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Monday. 

A communiqué issued at noon to-day says : 
The rebels have evacuated the City of Sao 
Paulo, and the Federal forces have started 
an energetic pursuit. Most of the points, to 
which the rebels are retreating, have already 
been occupied by the Federal troops.

It is now a 
matter of national concern, it says, that the 
measure should be given a fair trial, and the 
farmers and the district boards should co- 
operate in the country, as members have done 
in the House of Commons in passing the bill, 
to carry out its provisions in a spirit of good- 
will. It is a matter for genera! satisfaction 
that the question of co-operation—which un- 
doubtedly holds out some hopes of improve- 
ment—should be seriously consideted by the 
representatives of agriculture in the mother 
country and in the Dominions now assembled 
at Wembley. The object, of the conference is 
to discuss the common problem of marketing 
on co-operative lines, not merely as an end in 
itself tor the promotion of better business, 
but as a means to the development of a more 
thriving rural population. 

As Mr. Buxton pointed out, it has been 
proved by Sir Horace Plunkett's work in 
Ireland that co-operation has a distinct value, 
not only because it improves economic condi- 
tions, but because of the moral and social 
influences which it exerts. It is essential to 
the well-being of the country that rural life 
should be made sufficiently attractive to keep 
ron men of intelligence and energy on the 
and, and for that reason alone it is of the 
greatest importance that the possibilities of 
co-operation should be fully explored.

A GROWING MENACE, 

The Times, in a leading article on 
‘‘ Bolshevists in the Balkans," says :—The 
position in the Balkans should be a warning 
to the Powers of the growing danger 
‘nseparable from divisions among themselves. 
The danger to peace in that region no longer 
arises in an appreciable degree from the con 
flicting ambitions and intrigues of great 
“ militarist ” monarchies; but it is not less 
real and less menacing than during the 
period when it led up to the Great War. 
To-day it proceeds chiefly from the deliberate 
purpose of a single Anti-Social Government 
everywhere to promote and foster con- 
spiracies, insurrections, and wars as a means 
to the realisation of their avowed policy of 
world-wide revolution. The Balkans afford a 
favourable field for their efforts. 

The Bolshevists are acting in the Balkans, 
as in other lands, from Peking to San 
Francisco, upon their avowed principles, with 
their avowed aim, and _by their wonted 
methods. Even in the hea!thiest and most 
settled communities these activities are 
mischievous. In countries like the Balkans 
they are pregnant with the utmost peril to 
internal and to external peace. The plea 
that the civilised Puwers are impotent to 
check them without warfare is untrue. The 
moral, financial, and economic countenance 
of those Powers is highly valued by the 
Governments and the peoples of the Balkan 
States. Now that these Governments appear 
disposed to assist each other against the 
Moscow conspiracy threatening them all, there 
is every reason why the Westetn Powers, 
who have now abundant evidence of the 
dangers of Bolshevism at home and abroad, 
should abandon their attitude of passive 
compliance, and help the Balkan States, by 
example and precept, to ward off a real 
danger. |

Paths are being trimmed, grass cut, 
teuches of paint applied here and there, but, 
on the whole, Ballsbridge is ready for the 
arrival of exhibits. 

In the Central ‘Hall most of the stands for 
commercial exhibits are already erected; the 
hall itself has been freshly painted and dis- 
tempered, and is further brightened by an 
enormous representation, on the wall facing 
the entrance, of the Society's medallion de- 
sign. 

In the grounds the trees have been newly 
‘clipped in trim fashion, and the grass was 
wonderfully bright after the rain. Rastic 
seating has been placed about the trunks of. 
the trees round the judging rings, and these 
will be desirable places of shade if the sun 
does its duty by the Dublin festival. In 
the jumping enclosure a new covered stand is 
being erected at the Anglesea road end. 

Decoration will not be restricted to the 
city. We have received the following com- 
munication from the Town Clerk of Black- 
rock :—** The Special Committee appointed by 
the Blackrock Urban District Council to deal 
with the question of decorations in the dis- 
trict during the Tailteann period have de- 
cided on a scheme of decoration for the Town 
Hall and Municipal Buildings.

PETITION AGAINST LOAN 
TO GERMANY. 

A petition from the National Union of 
Manufacturers, calling attention to the pro- 
bable deleterious effect on British industry, 
other than textile, by the proposed forty 
million pounds loan to Germany under the 
Dawes scheme, was presented to both Houses 
of Parliament yesterday. The loan, it is 
claimed, will facilitate the renewal of com- 
petitive imports on an increased scale and 
at lower prices than British goods can be pro- 
duced, while enabling the German Govern. 
ment to protect German market by a tariff 
wall. The petitioners’ point out that this 
competition had been largely counteracted by 
the. collapse of the mark, and that the loan, 
if granted, will ‘holster up the capitalist 
system in Germany by enabling manufacturers 
there to obtain easy finance, and will foster 
the maintenance of those rings and trusts 
so detrimental to this country in the pre-war 
era. 

Furthermore, there is no evidence that it 
will prove to be the first step to European 
peace, and that as, apparently, France will 
gain more from the scheme than ourselves, 
some definite understanding regarding the 
liquidation of the French debt to this country 
should be secured before any such step is 
taken. 

The petition was presented in the Lords 
by Lord Birkenhead, and in the Commons by 
Sir William Bull, M.P. Lord Birkenhead 
intends to raise the questicns covered by 
the petition in a debate in the Lords on 
Thursday.

COMPROMISE SANCTIONED BY 


THE HIGH COURT. 


Before Mr. Justice Russell in the Chancery 
Division, London, yesterday, a compromise 
for the settlement of the charitable bequests, 
amounting to £560,000, left by the late Lord 
Northcliffe was explained. 

The Attorney-General said that under no 

circumsiances would the charities, which he 
represented, receive anything for a large 
number of years. The-terms on which it was 
suggested that the charities should release 
their claim were that Lord Rothermere had 
undertaken to find £100,000. The charities 
were to receive immediately £10,000. He 
acceded to the settlement believing that in 
doing so he was acting in accordance with the 
- testator’s wishes. 
Mr. Maugham (for Sir George Sutton, one 
of the executors) said that the legatees in- 
volved numbered 6,000. There would only be 
£5,000 yearly to form the legacy fund, which 
in ten vears would amount to £50,000, which 
was a drop in the ocean compared with the 
£583.000, the amount required. 

The testator could not have intended the 
bha to wait a century before being paid, 
amd the only object of the compromise was to 
ceable them to be paid as soon as possible. 
‘ compromise would clear up the estate in 
& miraculous manner. All legatees would be 
paid in full, and when they died the charities 
would get the whole sum left to them. 

Mr. Justice Russell approved of the com- 
promise scheme.

Tuis was 
an obligation undertaken by the Govern- 
ment’s predecessors in office, and the rerolu- 
tion simply represented an effort to carry it 
into effect. e tenanted land to be dealt 
with had an approximate rental of 
£1,200,000 per annum, and fifteen years’ pur- 
chase «epresented. the sum of about 
£18,000. Then, as regatds the un- 
tenanted areas and congested districts, 
500,000 or 600,000 acres were involved at 
approximately £20 an acre, amoiating ir 
round figures to £12,000,009, end completing 
the sum of £30,000,000 to be guaranted 
the resolution which covers a period a 
eighty years. The British Government, 
aranteeing the principal and interest 
these Bonds, stood really in the third place 
by way of providing security, the first line 
of security tine the annuity paable by the 
tenant under the Free State Land Purchase 
Act, and the second the funds of the Free 
State itself.

At a special court, held in Enniskillen on 
Monday, the Rev. Peter Ward, Roman 
Catholic Curate of Tempo, was prosecuted for 
being in the illegal ss of firearms.

Captain Murray, District Inspector, said 
that this serious offence was reported to 
him, and, on charging him with having 
arms illegally in his possession, he mada no 
statement. e took him into custody. 
Captain Robinson, District Inspector, said 
that he could give evidence of character. The 
Crown looked upon this case as a very serious 
one. This gentleman came from the Free 
State with a Webley revolver, with what in- 
tention he would like to know. ‘I know 
nothing good about him, I regret to say,” 
adde1 Captain Robinson. 
Mr. Herbert, solicitor, speaking for the ac- 
cused, said that the defendant had been in 
County Monaghan collecting some things, as 
he was about to leave the country. This was 
the first time that he had ever been searched 
crossing the border, and on this occasion it 
was his ill-luck to have the revolver. The 
defendant was sorry he took the revolver. He 
had no intent. He (Mn Herbert) would give 
an undertaking that the defendant was going 
to a foreign country, and was not coming 
back, and the Court might take that into 
consideration. ' 
Captain Gosselin, R.M.—To have a revolver 
is not allowed in the Free State, thank God.

BRITISH SCIENTIST DOUBTS 
THE CLAIM OF A GERMAN 


PROFESSOR, 


Sir Ernest Rutherford, President of the 
British Association, who left Liverpool at 
tae head of 300 scientists on their way to 
Toronto for the British Association Con- 
ference, said he intend ' at tha Conference 
to deal with the latest work on the disrup- 
tion of the atom. Since the Conference in 
Liverpool last year he had succeeded in dis- 
rupting six or seven more atoms. 
In conversation with a Press representative. 
he referred sceptical!y to the claim of the 
German scientist, Professor Micke, that he had 
succeeded in transmuting mercury into gold. 
The German professor claims that by the 
prolonged action of the high tension electric 
current on mercury he has succeeded in dis- 
lodging an atom of helium from the mercury. 

Sir Ernest doubted whether the means em- 
ployed would be sufficient to drive out the 
helium atom. The results of further ex- 
periments, he said, must be awaited before 
any weight could be attached to the claim. 
It was eevee A improbable that the 
helium atom could be detached by slow-mov- 
ing eléctrons. Gold was often present in 
small amounts in mercury and mercury 
quartz, and a slight trace “would give the 
reaction of gold.

EXPECTED ARRIVAL OF 
WORLD FLIERS.

KIRKWALL (ORKNEY ISLANDS), 
Monday. 

Tongues were wagging in Kirkwall on the 
eve of the arrival of the American world 
fliers. During the past few days three fac- 
tors have worked to awaken public interest— 
the coming of a big contingent of American 
newspaper men, the transport of fuel to Hou- 
ton Bay, and the prolonged delay at Brough, 
which latter has aroused Scottish curiosity. 
‘They'd be finding pretty girls at Hull,” 
said an old salt severely. ‘' But I tell ye 
that we've prettier here, and with redder 
cheeks.”’ He did not say ' bonny lassies,”’ 
for people up here do not talk dike Sir 
Walter Scott’s novels. : 
The arrival of the airmen will be the 
biggest event Kirkwall has known since the 
German Feet was scuttled. The local papers 
are full of last week's news about the flight. 
The Sunday school picnic on Friday was 
poorly attended, because Kirkwall still hoped 
that the fliers might come that day. 
Mr. James Flett, the Norwegian. Consu! 
here, is supervising the preparations for the 
airmen’s arrival. He has sent two thousand 
gallons of petrol and three hundred gallons 
of oil by trucks from Kirkwall to Houton, 
where it is being stored in sheds. Houton 
Bay is small, with a tiny islet to shélter from 
the gales of Scapa Flow, and inland are the 
low, thatched cottages of the fishermen ve 
amidst the peat fields. | 
It is expected that the aerdplanes will 
come down outside the islet in sight of the 
rusty fighting tops of the German battleship 
Hindenburg, and be towed to moorings inside 
the harbour. Houton Bay was used as the 
British seaplane base during the war, but 
was demolished as such after the armistice. 
The aviators will land on what is left of the 
slips, and will be greeted by Provost John 
White and James Johnson, Conventor of the 
County, and Alfred Bakie, Vice-Lieutenant 
of the County. 
The local “lights” are considering what 
reception they shall officially give to the 
fliers on arrival. ‘‘ We'll give them a fish 
dinner,” they have decided.

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DUBLIN MILK PRICES.

THE COWKEEPERS’ CASE. 


The cowkeepers’ views on Dublin's milk 
supply, its quality and its price, were stated 
at a meeting of the Dublin Rotary Club 
yesterday, at which Sir Thomas Robinson 
Ag Hatch, a member of the Dublin 
Cowkeepers’ Association, said that certain 
criticism which stigmatised those engaged in 
the milk trade as ‘‘profiteers,” ‘‘ring-masters, 

‘*baby-killers’’ was, in his view, a gross 
abuse of the right to criticise. In the case of 
milk criticism should be characterised by & 
desire to make due allowance for its peculiar 
nature as an article of commerce and it: im- 
yortance from the point of view of riodern 
dis requirements. There was far more 
harm done by the want of or neglect to use 
milk than there was by the use of impure 
ilk. 

“The cost of milk in Dublin had been much 
criticised on account of its higher price here 
than in other parts of the country, an 

because of the varying rates of charges to be 
observed in different dairies and districts. 
The cost of miik produced in Dublin and its 
environs had always been more than in other 
arts of the country and was. governed by 
local conditions. . The average cost of milk to 
the consumer in Dublin to-day was approxi- 
mately 100 per cent. over the pre-war cost, 
but the expenses of production and distribu- 
tion were in much higher proportion, labour 
alone costing approximately 500 per cent. more 
than in pre-war times. 

Of the milk sold in Dublin about 66 per 
cent. was produced by cowkeepers locally, and 
the remainder, about one-third of the whole,

He had no doubt that in the majority of “he 
cases of alleged abstraction of fats no convic- 
tion would be sustained if 1 proper defea ¢ 
were made. 

Traders were frequently prosecuted, too, for 
trifling deficiencies which are styled ‘‘ abstrac- 
tions ” for the purposes of the Food and Drugs 
Act. Milk in its natural state usually con- 
tains 87 per cent. of water and ó to 4 per 
cent. of fats. When there were prosecutions 
for 6 or 7 per cent. of fats abstracted it 
should be remembered that the alleged offence 
was a deficiency of 6 to 7 per cent. of the 5 or 
4 per cent., which showed the trifling nature 
of the offence, especially as the bulk of the 
samples taken were from the morning milk- 
ing, which frequently falls belowe the stan- 
dard, and no credit was given for the superior 
quality of the evening supply, which was 
always richer in fats. ui. 

With regard to the hygienic aspect of the 
supplv he did not wish to be taken as saying 
that there was no room for improved methods 
in the production and handling of the milk. 
The Public Health Authority of Dublin was 
not lax in dealing with the milk supply. The 
main factors in the production of clean milk 
were, of course, clean sheds, clean cows, clean 
milkers, clean vessels, and the cooling of the 
milk; but these desirable conditions would 
not be brought about by regulations and 
inspections alone. What was most needed was 
educational propaganda amongst producers, 
distributors and consumers. Speaking for the 
members of the Dublin Cowkeepers’ and 
Dairymen’s Association, he said that they 
would willingly co-operate in any steps that 
may be taken in that direction. 

Mr. Glenn said that if the cost of labour 
was 500 per cent, over the figure before the 
war, the extra yield by cows met that. 
Mr, Gillespie said that he was struck by 
what he thought was an absurd statement, 
namely, that it was less harm to drink im- 
pure than to drink no milk at all. 

Mr. J. C. Eason said that what. most of 
the criticism was directed at was the cost of 
milk to consumers in Dublin, 

Mr. Summerfield said that his father-in-law, 
a farmer, sold his milk at 3d. per quart, and 
that he would not sell it at that time unless 
it paid him to do so. - (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Sealy Jeffares said that what 
was most urgently required was, to keep the 
milk clean, and free from dangerous bacilli. 
The other main point was that everybody 
knew that the dairymen charged too much 
for the milk. (Hear, hear.)

‘REPRESENTATIVES ABROAD. 


They had _ representatives under the 
different headings of ‘‘ Consuls,” *' represen- 
tatives,” and ‘trade representatives. ’ He 
would like to know the nature of the differ- 
ence. Did they appoint representatives be- 
fore they got recognition from the countries 
to which the representatives went? At the 
Olympic Games their representative had not 
a place on the stand allotted to the represen- 
tatives of other countries, but had to pay 
for admission to an ordinary stand. Their 
representative should have rendered some 
little assistance to those who took part in the 
Olympic Games. 

According to reports, their athletic repre- 
sentatives made a very sorry display of pro- 
cedure and discipline. In the march past 
the Presidential stand they went like a lot 
of. sheep—without step and without time— 
while they omitted to salute the 
President. The representatives of the Free 
State, or of Ireland, were the only ones who 
forgot that essential courtesv, although twelve 
nations had marched in front of them. It 
certainly was not a very happy incident, and 
as a national display of courtesy, discipline 
and training was lamentable. i 

Pensions were growing larger, owing to the 
provisions in the Treaty whereby civil 
servants could retire. Large numbers of 
members of the Dublin Metropolitan Police 
and members of all branches of the Civil 
Service were leaving, because they had no 
guarantee that their present condition would 
not be worsgged. The autocratic manner in 
which civil ants were being dealt with by 
the Ministry was having a detrimental effect. 
even Whitley Councils had been refused 
them. 

While that condition of affairs obtained 
within the Civil Service, and while changes 
were being carried out without consulting the 
persons concerned, there would be a greater 
tendency to leave the service, and the result 
would be a bigger Budget every year, while 
the State would be deprived of the men whose 
long service and experience would be most 
valuable. 

Mr. Farren appealed to the Government to 
lose no time in the awarding of pensions. 

President Cosgrave said that a great deal 
in that respect had recently been done. and 
he hoped to be able to clear off arrears within 
the next mcnth. Pensions were sometimes

INDUSTRIAL SCHOOLS. 


Mrs. Wyse Power, referring to the appro- 
priation of £19,644 towards the«expenses in 
connection with the Industrial Schoo!s system. 
said that the conditions under. which in the 
past children were sent to Industrial Schools 
should be changed. She suggested that if 
the twelve shillings a week; which made up 
the total gum, were given to the mothers or 
guardians of the children, to enable them to 
bring up the children, it might have a good 
effect. i 

Colonel Moore said that he hoped that the 
Minister for Lands and Agricultare would 
take steps to admit Friesian cattle into the 
country. He suggested that some arrange- 
ment might be made by which imported 
Friesian cattle might be placed upon an island 
where they could be kept for a period until 
it was found that they were free from disease. 
He would like’ more information about. the 
College of Science and about Galway College. 

Dr. Sigerson said that Galway College was 
the centre of life for the western province, 
and its extinction would be a very great logs. 
It had produced some very famous men, 

Dealing with the origin of the College of 
Science, he said that Dr. Kane, a very eminent 
chemist . and a good” Irishman, delivered a 
series of lectures.in Dublin on the industrial 
resources of Ireland. That was a new subject, 
and it was almost a revolution to hear the 
industrial resources of the country spoken 01 
by an authoritative speaker, when they were 
told officially that it was fit for nothing only 
flocks and herds. That was the first effort 
to. call attention to the many and great 
resources of Ireland in the realms of industry. 
Dr. Kane carried forward his ideas, and was 
enabled at that time to put them into prac- 


tice. ' 
MUSEUM OF INDUSTRY. 

Then the Museum of Irish Industry was 
established in Stephen’s Green. It had since 
been converted into Government offices. It 
was a remarkable museum, and was about the 
first in any country established for the pur- 
poses óf developing the resources of the coun- 
try. There were lectures delivered there; and 
in the galleries they saw specimens, for in- 
stance, of all kinds of Irish marble, all kinds 
of instruments, looms for weaving, etc. He 
spoke of what he had seen. The museum then 
came under the South Kensington Scientific 
Institution, and they altered its interior. It 
then became the Royal College of Science, He 
thought that it should revert to the purpose 
for which it Was originally intended—the de- 
velopment of the industrial and agricultural 
resources of Ireland. 

Mr. P. J. Hogan (Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture) said that compensation was paid 
for cattle slaughtered in Ireland on account 
of foot-and-mouth disease by the Irish Govern- 
ment. All cattle slaughtered in England, ex- 
cept animals slaughtered at the ports or land- 
ing places, were paid for by the British Govern- 
ment, The losses of Irish farmers by the last 
outbreak were £3,000. The cattle trade from 
Ireland annually was about £20,000,000, and 
where there were so many associations in that 
trade it ought not to be impossible to make 
temporary provision for those who had suffered 
the loss until some arrangement was made 
between the Free State and British Govern- 
ments. 

As to the treatment of cattle in transit, he 
(the Minister) realised that the facilities for 
transit were not ideal. The problem of freights 
must be tackled as a whole. Now that the 
Railway Bill had passed, and a tribunal was 
about to be sct up almost immediately, the 

lem was one that could be tackled and 
dealt with. As to cattle being ill-treated at 
the boats or going to fairs, it was really. a 
question of what the cattle traders’ associa- 
tions were going to do with their own dfovers, 
All the Government could do was to com- 
municate with the Civic Guard, to see that 
they prevented, acts of cruelty and carried out 
the law. Until they got the co-operation of 
the cattle tradé as a whole they could not 
do very much. . He agrted that the way cattle 
were treated was a disgrace. If the cattle 
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They hoped in the next academic year to have 
two first class faculties of agriculture of 
the two Universities doing 
agricultural education and the promotion of 
agricultural research. 

Mr. Douglas said he did not think that a 
detailed discussion in the Senafe would help 
matters, but he hoped that the Executive 
Council would consider the whole matter in 
regard to their representatives abroad. They 
could not expect too much from men getting 
only £600 or £700 a year, who were expected 
to keep up a certain position in a foreign 
capital. 

Mr. Douglas went on to say that he hoped 
that the Executive Council would take courage 
bet ween now and the next Appropriation Bill to 
make some kind of proposal on the matter of 
pensions for Ministers. He hoped that in 
future the. Post Office accounts would be 
presented in the form of a trade account, 
showing expenditure and revenue, and what 
the loss on the Post Office really was. 

He thought that the Standing Orders Com. 
mittee should look into the whole position of 
the Senate in regard to money bills. Qb- 
viously it was not satisfactory to have an 
omnibus discussion when the Appropriation 
Bill came up. / 

The Minister for Education, referring to 
questions raised concerning the College of 
Science. said that he had found practical 
unanimity on the main aspects of the matter. 
There was practical unanimity on the point 
that economic research and study were a 
University concern—one of; the foremost 
duties of Universities of modern. type—and 
that, of course, took in the whole scope of 
the College of Science as it had existed 
latterly. The Universities had a duty to 
fulfil to the country in the matter of agri- 
cultural study and research. 

He sensed a practically unanimous opinion 
that Governments were not idea] or proper 
institutions for carrying on University educa- 
tion, and throughout the world University 
education was carried on on a practically 
gutonomous basis. He had found unanimity 
in the opinion that the National University 
of lreland, which was devised to meet the 
needs of the higher education of the largest 
body of the people, was. quite inadequately 
equipped for the purpose, and that there 
was not any particular reason why institu- 
tions like the College of Science should exist 
anart from University interests and Univer 
sity work. 


MEETING DESPERATE NEEDS. 


It was on these principles of making 
economic study and research in the 
fullest’ sense University work and ol 
meeting the desperate needs ul 
the National University that he 
proposed that all the resources of the College 
of Science should be at the disposal of tne 
National University. The College of Science 
had become practically a branch of the Civil 
Service and a bureaucratic institution. He 
did not like responsibility of that sort. 

He was anxious to get rid of the Model 
Schools, because he did not think that it was 
the business of a Government to run Model 
Schools, and much less was-it Government 
business to run Universities. 

In regard to Galway College, Dr. MacNeill 
said that he felt that he had very great 
grounds for feeling impatient, if any object 
could be gained by being impatient, at the 
construction placed on the reports of his re- 
marks regarding that College. He had said 
that the future of Galway College was a 
problem, but he said that he did not wish it 
to be understood that his. idea was that 
higher education should, be. reduced or placed 
upon any lower plane ín Galway College. It 
was certainly a great travesty of what he 
had said to say es ho roposed that that 
University College sho i 
fishing school. w He thought the subject of 
fisheries important and to be guite worthy of 
University study and research. 

In the fisheries they had great AS HEA NN 
resources, and, with a view to their develop- 
‘ment in the future, the ideal centre for both 
sea and fresh water fisheries was Galway. 
That did not mean that he wished to reduce 
ion in Galway College or to

AN IRISH REPUBLIC. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRIS TIMES 

Sin —I wonder whether those who advoca 
an Irish Republic have pondered on its effect 
on their kinsmen overseas. There are many 
thousands of Irishmen all over the Empire 
earning their living in employment where 
fealty to the King and Empire are imperative 
_ciwil ‘servants, railway officials (for in many 
of the Colonies the railways are State-owned 
and a railway man is theretore a civil servant), 
police, soldiers and sailors in the Colonial 
armies and navies, judges, etc. There are 
numbers of others who are leaders in public 
life, members of Parliament, members of town 
and county conncils and other public bodies. 

Upon Ireland’s becoming a republic every 
one of these Irish-born men (and women too) 
would automatically cease to be British 
subjects, would become aliens and be treated 
as such. This would mean that the [rish- 
horn people would be faced with the choice 
of (1) losing their jobs and positions which 
thev hold as Britons under the freedom of 
the flag, or (2) becoming ‘‘ naturalised British 
subjects’’—the very thing the Republicans 
want to escape. 

Having lived for nearly thirty years in 
Austraha, I can speak with a full knowledge 
of the very large number who would be 
affected there alone. and who. possibly after 
a life-time in their jobs, would be faced with 
this alternative. Not only would they lose 
their jobs, but also their. votes. This is a 
side of the question that I have never seen 
mentioned, and I,.therefore, think it is worth 
while to point it out, as many may favour a 
republic for sentimental reasons without quite 
understanding what is going to be the outcome 
of it.—Yours, etc., B. W. BaGEeNat.
